The  proei'ss  of  disinfection  by  siipor- 
lieated  stealii  as  now  |)ractieed  al  the 
Hallic  Slores,  in  lirooklyu.  is  heliovcd 
lo  be  the  eomplete  solution  of  a  problem 
ivliich  has  (n  rasioiied  so  luneli  worri- 
lui'til.  l!  i-  the  praelieal  application  of 
steam  of  any  desiri  d  lempcrature  and 
time  to  iiale  goods,  i  he  apparatus  con- 
lists  of  an  ordinary  engine  of  siiflieient 
power  and  Imiier  strength  with  an  al^ 
tachod  superheater.  To  this  is  append- 
ed a  series  of  iron  boxes  about  Iho  . 
Bhai)e  of  aud  large  enough  to  admit  a 
hale  of  rags  pushed  in  endwise.  Kiich 
one  of  several  boxes  has  pinelrating 
tiirough,  from  the  rear  end,  livcgim'cl- 
blt  screws  nearly  as  long  as  a  bale  of 
rags,  enlarged  from  a  point  to  about 
two  inches  in  diameter,  and  at  such  a 
dislnneo  apart  as  to  ahoiil  ei|iially  di\iilo 
the  end  of  a  bale.  T'bese  screws  are 
hollow  and  perforated  in  their  whole 
circumfereeoe  and  length  and,  more- 
over, each  one  is  the  terminus  of  a 
steam  escaiie  cock.  Pho  screws  are 
rai)idly  revolved  by  the  machinery.  On 
inishiiig  in  a  bale  of  rags  it  no  sooner 
coiues  in  contact  with  the  points  of  the 
screws  than  it  is  drawn  with  the  great- 
est rapidity.  The  box  is  then  closed  by 
a  tlap-door,  hinged  al  the  loii,  and  the 
steam  turned  on— in  through  the  screws, 
and  around  the  bale.  In  two  or  three 
minutes  the  temperature  of  the  bale 
throughout  as  thus  exposed  can  bo 
raisedto  three  hundred  and  thirty  dj- 
grees  F".  (or  more  if  reijuired),  and  sus- 
tained for  any  desired  length  of  time. 
Al  practiced  at  the  Baltic  Stores  the 
bales  ate  kept  in  tbe  boxes  about  ten 
minutes.  But  they  liecnme  so  thorough- 
ly penetrated  with  heat  during  tnal 
lime  thai  a  high  temperatuio  is  Iseplnp 
for  several  hours  after  they  are  removed.

Other  irrr.des  of 
tish  aro  skinned,  houo  I  and  cut  in  two 
or  three  pieces  and  shipped  iu  larger 
boxes,  aooording  a«  onlered.  What 
becomes  of  the  refuse?  The  skins  of 
the  lish  are  made  into  glue  in  (iloiices- 
t'  r.  It  is  the  only  gine  ibat  will  slick 
wood  to  iron.  The  bones  go  to  the  for- 
tili/cr  factory  and  are  dispMcd  of  there. 
Nothing  Is  lost,  and  certainly  nothing 
is  left  alinut  llie  premises.  The  filou- 
ccster  men  arc  as  ,  arefid  abonl  their 
packing  and  curing  as  aro  the  packers 
of  fruit  It  is  their  interest  to  be  so.

AU  that  has 
been  done  away  with,  and  the  onring 
and  packing  of  Ksh  is  done  with  as 
uit'.ch  regard  to  oleanUneis  aais  the 
grinding  ol  wheat  and  packing  oi 
fiour." 

"Whore  shall  we  goP"  Mked  the 
jonrnalist 
"Anywhere,  into  any  ot  them;  In  all 

of  them  tlio  jiroi  csses  are  clean  and 
wholo.some."  Ilein;;  near  Ihe  esla'- 
1  shnienl  of  Jles.-rs.  Jidin  I'ew  A:  fsou, 
the  reprcsentat'te  asked  the  proprie- 
tora  to  show  him  about,  which  they 
kindly  did.  Tlie  >  -tab!  sliment  covers 
two  or  llirce  arres.  The  lir.-l  lUing 
which  atlract.s  one's  attention  is 
n  huge  reserroir  which  is  tilled  from  an 
artesiBn  well  by  power  furnished  by  a 
windmill.

At  the 
v.bi.rics  of  the  company  were  two 
sliips  iiiiloailing  salt.    "'I'liat  ship," 

i-oinling  to  one  of  them,  '  is  one  oi  the 
ast  of  the  famons  Heet  built  by  Mc- 
Kay." The  salt  used  is  of  the  cleanest 
and  best  ipialiiy.  great  care  tjcing  taken 
to  get  the  best  and  to  remove  irom  it 
all  inipuriiies.  A  cargo  of  mackerel 
was  just  in,  and  a  eicw  of  men  in  one 
buiiding  Wire  al  work  ieii,acking  Ihem. 
W'licre  tliey  are  caught  they  are  put 
into  barn  ls  with  little  salt  and  regard- 
less of  ,-i'e.  In  the  curing  establish- 
ment they  arc  all  taken  ont.  elassihcd, 
re-alted  and  packed  into  barrels,  half- 
barrels  and  kits.  Large  houses  were 
Ulled  with  hogsheads  of  cod  and  other 
fish  in  pickle.  These  lish  arc  not  sold 
in  that  fuvni.  bnl  cargoes  are  usually 
kept  in  that  condition  as  the  most  con- 
venient and  safest  prior  to  drying. 
The  tish  are  dried  on  frames,  those  of 
this  lii  m  covering  half  or  two-thirds  of 
an  ;;( re,  and  tine  dare  not  say  how 
m.iny  thousand  pounds  of  bsb  can  be 
cured  at  one  time  thereon.  The  pack- 
ing of  dry  Ush  is  comparatively  a  new 
ini'ustry.  In  days  of  yore  the  dry  fish 
was  thrown  down  in  most  any  place  in 
the  retail  ^tore  where  it  would  not  dry 
ii|)  or  lose  anything  in  weight. 
All  this  has  been  changed  by  the  in- 
trodiiciion  of  packing  and  boxing.  It 
is  also  a  great  saving.  Heretofore  it  was 
dillionll  to  sell  the  small  hsh;  now  that 
the  skin  and  the  Imnes  are  removed 
the  small  ones  are  just  as  good  as  the 
larger.  On  the  second  floor  of  one 
building  were  over  thirty  men,  .Women 
and  hovs  engaged  in  cutting,  curing 
and  packing  dry  lish.  It  was  a  model 
workroom,  tight,  with  the  cool  breezes 
from  the  ocean  coming  in  at  the  win- 
dows. From  a  pile  ot  the  tish  men 
With  strong  hands  took  the  fish  and  re- 
moved the  oones  in  lesi  time  than  it 
takes  one  to  tell  it.  Others  seize  it  and 
pull  oh  the  sk  n.

Tlie  Effort*  Mult*  Bjr  tha  Vaein|ilojed  t, 
ObUIn  Work. 

In  sunshine  or  showan  fog  or  fnii 
weather,  the  approaches  to  the  dovkr 
and  wharves  of  the  metropolis  are 
every  morning  thronged  by  crowds  of 
eager,  anxious  men.  struggling- nay. 
in  many  cases  lighting  like  wild  beast; 
—  to  oiJtain  work  within  the  gates.  As 
the  hour  draws  near  for  the  ringing  ol 
the  great  l  ell  announeiug  the  com 
mcncrmcnt  of  Work  a  crowd  of  often 
a  eoiipie  of  llioiisand  men  |Tes^  aroiuid 
the  principal  entrance  to  the  Loudon 
docks,  and  as  the  big  gates  swlngslow- 
ly  open  the  mi<;hty  mass  ot  humanity 
rushes  forward  like  an  overwhelming 
To  id  to  the  chiiin-barriers  where  th« 
superintendent  gives  out  the  melal 
tokens  entitling  tlie  holder  to  employ- 
ment with  n.  Of  course  be  shows  pref- 
erence to  those  previously  employed, 
but  there  is  always  the  ciiance  of 
obtaining  a  ticket,  and  the  mi'U 
strive  to  clutch  one  of  the  pieeio  i.s 
talismans  witii  intense  and  jiassionaio 
ca:;cnioss.  Thoy  push  and  oulcand 
ttrugglo,  leaping  on  each  other's 
shoulders,  and  lighting  and  wres'ling 
in  the  mad  rush  like  famisliing  animals 
ratl'.cr  than  human  beings.  The  most 
desperate  determination  is  written  on 
every  face,  and  there  Is  small  thought 
in  Ihe  min  I  nf  any  man  of  that  surg- 
ing crowd  for  any  one  but  blmself. 
For  work  moans  food  -  poor  and 
scanty,  no  doubt,  but  still  something 
to  keep  the  terrible  wolf  from  the  door. 
Failure  means  si  mi  starvation  or 
worse. 

But  of  the  crowds  who  struggle  and 
tight  at  the  gales,  frcjucntly  not  more 
than  one-third  are  selected,  and  tha  ro- 
muinder,  bcaiing  their  sad  fate  with  as 
miicli  pbilosophTcal  forlltado  as  thev 
can  muster— perhaps  it  is  stony  de. 
spalr,  lather  —  turn  di.-consoiately 
away,  some  to  seek  work  at  other 
places  which  open  later  and  oth  rs  lo 
wait  for  "calls"  which  mav  occur  al 
any  time  during  the  ilay.  1  hiis  a  v  s- 
iuir  strolling  lliroii.'li  llie  line  d  ,rks 
aud  adm  ring  the  shipping  and  im- 
mense quantit  es  of  merchandise  pi'rd 
on  every  hand  is  suddenly  arrested  by 
the  slrnnj;e  sight  of  a  sea  of  while, 
anxious  faci  s  pri  s-ed  wi-tlullv  against 
the  bars  on  a  side  entrance.  Yes,  men 
are  st  ll  waiting  there  for  any  call  of 
laborers  that  may  come  daring  th:; 
day.  And  presently,  H  yon  waUctbs 
superintendent  appears,  and  cries: 

"One  man  wanted!" 

Instantly  all  the  watchers  spring  up 
like  caged  animals  when  food  is 
brought  them,  yelling,  shouting  and 
extending  their  hands.  They  leap  on 
each  other's  liaek-  and  idainber  up  to 
the  lopiiiosi  rails;  and  all  this  feverish 
ovcilemeat  is  to  obtain  one  litlle  melal 
tieket-perhaps  for  one  hour's  work, 
entitling  the  owner  to  fivepence  or  slz< 
pence  at  most! 

One  out  of  the  large  number  receives 
the  ticket,  apparently  by  chance  rather 
than  by  any  other  manner  of  selection, 
and  then  the  noise  subsides,  and  the 
men  wait  on,  patient,  dogged,  bungry- 
eycd,  as  I  of  ore. 

At  another  time  a  call  will  come  for 
two  men,  and  the  same  seena  will  occur 
again,  and  so  on  thronghout  the  day. 
Itnt  of  the  great  numbers  who  crowd 
the  gates  in  the  r  desperate  struggle  to 
obtain  employment  only  a  very  few 
comparatively  can  ever  be  eiiga;;eil. 
One  In  every  three  or  four  appears  to 
bo  the  average  number  who  obtain 
work.— TVks  Quiver.
